Work on Administration Building, 
Cafeteria, Locker Units, Ending 


With completion of the first unit of the new Santa 
Ana college buildings near at hand, the dream of a mod- 
ern city college is about to be realized as Allison Honer 
company, contractors, announced this week that the class- 
room unit would be ready for occupancy by the first of 
next semester. 


The new classroom unit has all 
the latest developments in modern 
architecture. Its concave ceilings 
are sprayed with an asbestos fibre 
to provide better acoustics and 
soundproofing for each toom. The 
rooms are lighted with windows 
which reach the ceiling and with 
flourescent lights yet to be in- 
stalled. 

Blackboard Frames Installed 

Each room is easily recogniz- 
able as a classroom with its black- 
board frames waiting for the slate 
panels which will transmute 
knowledge to future generations 
of students at Santa Ana college. 
The walls of each room are to be 
left a natural painted brick, with 
the exception of dividing walls in 
each building which are plastered. 
All rooms will be painted in a 
pastel shade to give them a light, 
cheerful appearance. 

The administration unit consists 
of three buildings with the main 
office being a story and a half 
tall. Each of the two wings con- 
tains rooms for instructors’ offices. 
This unit is now ready for the 
plasterers to begin their work. 

Cafeteria, New Feature 

Farther down the campus the 
big cafeteria is being prepared for 
plastering. It has a large dining 
room, fronted by a high veranda, 
and provisions have been made for 
a large, modern kitchen. 

The shower and locker rooms 
are finished insofar as the walls 
and roof are concerned. As yet 
they have no windows, doors, or 
other fixtures. The two large 
rooms in each unit provide ample 
space for showers and lockers for 
all P. E. classes.
